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Council bans 




CABBIES are being banned 
from using bad language, 
wearing vests or shorts, and 
letting their vehicles smell of 
body odour. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s new guide for taxi and 
private hire drivers includes a 
reminder for those with blind 
passengers: “When you talk to 
someone who uses a guide dog, 
speak directly to the person - not 
the dog.” 

The council tells drivers in Ely, Littleport 
and Soham to use “appropriate language, 
being careful not to offend”, that “wearing 
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shorts and vests will not be permitted” and 
they must be “smart, with a well-groomed 
appearance and of good personal hygiene”. 
Cabs must also be clean and “odour free”. 

Antony Orchard, owner of 1st Call Taxi 
Service, believes the advice on personal 
appearance is useful. 

He said: “Hopefully, it will smarten up 
taxi drivers in Ely. It is good advice, 
because you do see one or two drivers about 
who are not clean. 

“All my drivers are always appropriately 
dressed in shirts and trousers.” 

Mr Orchard and his drivers have already 
been through a council course on taxi 
etiquette. He said: “It was all common 


sense, making sure you do not rush 
disabled passengers and not beeping 
outside people’s houses - but you do still 
see some people do that.” 

The guide also covers the qualifications 
drivers need and tells drivers how to assist 
their passengers throughout their journey. 
Drivers must complete a knowledge test on 
routes and will be trained to understand 
the needs of disabled passengers. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services and housing, said: 
“The aim of the guide is to be as 
transparent as possible so everyone knows 
what is expected of them as taxi operators, 
drivers and passengers. 

“After speaking to taxi operators, it was 
clear that we needed to give them better 
clarity about what was expected from 
them, and this is what we have done.”

Sue Ryder may find new 


home at Brookfields 


CHARITY Sue Ryder Care could 
move in to the Brookfields Hos¬ 
pital in Cambridge. 

Bosses at the charity announced at the 
beginning of August its care home for 
people with severe brain and nerve 
conditions at the Old Palace in Ely was 
looking for a new home. 

Now Cambridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), which is consulting on the 
future of the Lord Byron and Frances 
Cornford wards in Davison House at 
Brookfields, has revealed that Sue Ryder 
Care is interested in moving into the 
building in Mill Road. 

The PCT claims the hospital’s current 
older people’s services are under-used and 
no longer cost effective. It has said 
proposals to shut down the wards are not a 
cost-cutting measure, but it is estimated 
the move would free up £1.3 million to be 
reinvested annually in community care 
and make savings of £500,000 a year. 

Bosses at the trust said relocation of Sue 
Ryder Care was just one of the options on 
the table and nothing had yet been decided. 

Staff were informed of the suggestion 
last week. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire PCT, said: “Following the 
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pre-consultation, Sue Ryder Care wrote to 
us in October expressing an interest in 
developing a neuro-rehabilitation inpatient 
facility on the Brookfields site. 

“This would involve the relocation of 
their existing facility for people living with 
neurological conditions at the Old Palace, 
Ely. 

“It would also provide for the first time 
the potential for Cambridgeshire residents 
who have survived brain injuries to have 
access to a local inpatient neuro-rehab¬ 
ilitation facility. Currently, the majority of 
such patients are treated out of the county, 
away from their homes and families.” 

Sue Ryder Care provides residential, day 
and respite care to people living with con¬ 
ditions such as Huntington’s disease and 
multiple sclerosis at the Old Palace. 

Stephen Collinson, director of health¬ 
care at Sue Ryder Care, said: “We know 
the Old Palace building will not be fit for 
purpose in the future and are actively 
exploring a number of potential options, 
one of which involves the development of 
a neuro-rehabilitation facility on the 
Brookfields site as a centre of excellence.” 


If Sue Ryder Care did move in, it would 
have to pay to lease the accommodation. 

The PCT is considering five options for 
the future of Brookfields, in Mill Road. 

■ To maintain the 10 NHS-funded 
continuing care beds and 20 rehabilitation 
beds in use at Davison House; 

■ To utilise all 72 beds at Davison House, 
including those temporarily closed by the 
former Cambridge City Primary Care 
Trust; 

■ To use all 72 beds for rehabilitation only 
with continuing care patients being looked 
after at home or in private nursing homes; 

■ To develop a 60-bed specialist neuro¬ 
rehabilitation facility at Brookfields in 
partnership with the voluntary sector; 

■ To close all beds at Davison House and 
reinvest all clinical resources in 
community-based care. 

Mr Banks said: “At this stage, the Sue 
Ryder Care expression of interest is one of 
several options being actively explored. 

“No decisions have yet been made and if 
it transpires that this is a viable option, it 
would be included in the forthcoming 
public consultation on the future of 
the Davison House to commence in the 
new year.”

“He is having scans at the 
end of next week prior to 
surgery That is the main bit - 
to take out the tumour that is 
in there. Then there is a 
mopping-up exercise of low- 
dosage chemotherapy for six 
months afterwards.” 

Liam and the city’s mayor, 
Coun Ron Bradney, will 
switch on the lights in 
Market Place on Friday, 
November 30, at 6.45pm 
The festive period will be 
busy for Liam. Alongside 


brother Callum, he will be 
pre-recording a show for Star 
Radio, to be broadcast on 
Christmas Day. 

With fellow pupils from 
Soham Village College and 
generous local residents 
organising their own fund¬ 
raising events, Liam’s haul 
for CLIC Sargent is growing 
steadily. Mr Fairhurst said: 
“Fingers crossed, the next 
month could see it get up to 
£130,000.” 

Recent events included a 
Cambridgeshire police golf 
day that brought in £2,800 for 
Liam’s appeal, while Cherry 
Hinton Lions FC joined forces 
with Cambridge Building 
Society to organise a football 
tournament which added 
another £200.

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Extensions are 
made to bird flu 
restrictions 

BIRD flu restrictions have been 
extended to Newmarket following the 
confirmation of a second outbreak of 
the deadly H5N1 - more than 30 miles 
from the town. 

Restrictions on poultry movements 
were extended to cover the whole of 
Suffolk and much of Norfolk on 
Monday after the strain of bird flu was 
confirmed at a farm at Knettishall, 
near Diss, where a precautionary cull 
of turkeys had already taken place. 

Signs went up on roads around 
Newmarket and Mildenhall after Defra, 
the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, extended the zone on 
Monday. 

Poultry farmers within the restricted 
zone, which extends as far as Shippea 
Hill on the A1101 near Littleport, have 
been warned to prevent contact with 
wild birds. 

They are also prevented from 
sending their birds, waste poultry 
litter, manure or slurry out of the zone. 
Birds can still be sent for slaughter 
within the zones covered by the 
restrictions. Restrictions also apply to 
wild game products which cannot move 
out of the zone and cannot be exported. 

Licences are needed for some 
movements of poultry and eggs. 

Fred Landeg, acting chief veterinary 
officer, said: “The laboratory test 
results highlight the importance of 
poultry keepers in the area being 
extremely vigilant. 

“It is essential they practice the 
highest levels of biosecurity and report 
any suspicions of disease to their local 
animal health office.”

Sculpture with 
moving water 
images unveiled 

A STEEL sculpture that displays video images of 
water flow - and cost £270,000 - has been 
unveiled on Ely’s riverside. 

Sluice, by artist Lulu Quinn, stands next to the 
Great Ouse. 

The sculpture, which has been criticised by some 
residents for its appearance and price tag, beams 
moving images of water from Denver Sluice, the 
point in the Fens where salt and sea water meet. 

The Arts Council provided £97,500 for Sluice , 
with the City of Ely Perspective putting in £2,000 
and East Cambridgeshire District Council paying 
£27,500 from money ring fenced for public art. 

Sheila Friend-Smith, a member of the City of Ely 
Perspective, said: “It will be interesting to see 
how people react to it. There was a bit of doubt 
as to where it should be, but I think people are 
intrigued by it. 

“There will be something different to see all day 
long.” 

Mrs Friend-Smith believes controversy over the 
sculpture’s price tag is misguided, and stresses 
the council did not divert funds that could have 
been used elsewhere. 

She said: “That isn’t an issue. It was money for 
arts and for public art in the community. 

“A lot of people use the riverside - it is just one 
more piece of interest.” 

Sluice was unveiled as part of an exhibition on

Protesters hope petition 
will keep new town at bay 
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PROTESTERS hope a 
6,000-strong petition will 
flatten a developer’s plans 
for a new town. 

‘Say No to Mereham’ campaig¬ 
ners will hand a petition to 
Richard Ogier, the planning 
inspector leading an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry into Multiplex 
Stannifer’s proposed develop¬ 
ment, tomorrow. 

Jim Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, will make his 
case against the 5,100-home 
development on the same day. 

The dogged protesters have 
been at the Arkenstall Centre in 
Haddenham since the inquiry 
began. 

The inquiry is in its final full 
week, with summing up to follow 
from December 18 to 20. 

The inquiry has heard evi¬ 
dence on transport in the past 
week, with opponents claiming 
the A10 will be “hell” if the town 
is built. 

Coun Bill Hunt, a member of 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “I am 
delighted that the inspector has 
agreed to accept our petition, 
which has been gathered from 
the local people and is the result 
of a lot of hard work by the 
whole of our group. 

“The parish councils have 
spoken, the district councils

have spoken and the county 
council has spoken - all against 
this monstrous proposed 
development. The final link in 
the chain is set to be completed 
with our democratically elected 
Member of Parliament coming 
to say ‘No to Mereham’. 

“Please, please turn up at 
9.30am to see the petition 
delivered and hear Jim Paice 
speak.” 

Mr Ogier is expected to deliver 
his report early next year, with 
Hazel Blears, Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 
Government, making the final 
decision in the spring. 

Coun Hunt is confident that 
the scheme will be turned down. 
He said: “The inspector seems to 


me to be a fair-minded man and 
an open-minded man. I believe 
from the evidence he has seen, 
he has no choice but to reject it. 

“I have every confidence in 
Hazel Blears. She has been 
quoted in Parliament as saying 
she will make a decision in line 
with local plans. If she does, she 
has no option but to reject it.” 

Mr Paice also believes Ms 
Blears will turn down the plans. 
He said: “There have been 
experts on planning law, on road 
safety, and on building infra¬ 
structure who have poured scorn 
on the developer’s plans for the 
new town. 

“Members of the public have 
also stood up and given their 
considered and articulate opin¬ 
ions, which have damned the 
development.” 

Last week, Matt Gamble, 
giving evidence for Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, criticised Multiplex for its 
“unrealistically high” estimates 
on the numbers able to travel 
from Mereham by public 
transport. 

Mr Gamble, a senior consul¬ 
tant in transport planning for 
Atkins, said Multiplex would 
need to build 3,000 car parking 
spaces at its planned Park and 
Ride site at Mereham, instead of 
the 500 put forward. 

Multiplex says that jobs in the 
town and a “high quality” bus 
service to Cambridge and Ely 
mean there would be no extra 


congestion on the A10. 

But Mr Gamble told the 
inquiry that his evidence showed 
that Multiplex’s forecasts “would 
require the operation of a bus 
every three to four minutes at 
peak towards Cambridge to meet 
demand.” 

The Mayor of Ely, Coun Ron 
Bradney, believes the town would 
bring havoc to the A10. He said: 
“I can see gridlock between Ely 
and Cambridge every day and 
every night. If another 12,000 
cars are going into Cambridge, it 
would go from being bad to being 
a nightmare. It is a miserable 
road at the moment.” 

Coun Bradney would like to 
see the A10 dualled, but thinks 
that is unlikely. He said: “The 
dualling of the A10 has to take 
second place to the (A142) bypass 
for Ely - it just isn’t going to 
happen.” 

Coun Hunt said: “It would be 
useful to have a helicopter. The 
A10 will be dreadful - worse than 
it is now. 

“It will be an absolute living 
hell if you have building work on 
the houses and construction 
traffic, as well as widening work 
going on.” 

Multiplex has said it will make 
junction improvements - inclu¬ 
ding the installation of traffic 
lights in some instances - and 
dedicated right-turning lanes. 

Transport expert David 
Tucker will give evidence on 
highways for Multiplex this 
week.

A note in praise of ‘platinum 
support’ given by ADeC 


Sir, Following last Monday night’s 
overview and scrutiny meeting, I felt I 
should write to clarify ADeC’s 
involvement with Fenland Jam. 

I was concerned that people came away 
from the meeting assuming that ADeC’s 
sole contribution to Fenland Jam was a 
one-off donation of £409. 

This donation was an important and 
gratefully received contribution to our 
funds, but was only a small part of what 
they have contributed financially to our 
work (the grant paid for one drum kit 
which is now in need of repair from 
extensive use). 

Below is a more extensive outline of their 
contribution. 

1. Since ADeC became involved with 
Fenland Jam in June 2006 they have 
contributed more than 150 staff hours to 
the running of Fenland Jam. 

2. ADeC accessed additional funding of 
nearly £7,000 for Fenland Jam, which 
has enabled us to run a full programme 
of workshops, demonstration sessions 
and concerts throughout the year and 
provided us with equipment. 

3. ADeC has created, and manage, a 
website for Fenland Jam activity 
(www.eastspace.net/eeljam) and have 
provided considerable marketing support 
through producing leaflets and posters. 

4. ADeC have helped us to access, 
manage and develop a large group of 
volunteers to help provide a safe 
environment for Fenland Jam to flourish. 
These volunteers have helped teach and 
encourage participants. They have also 
given generously of their time and 
equipment. The combined number of 
hours being at least 200 during the last 
12 months alone. 

5. ADeC has helped Fenland Jam to find 
venues and negotiate favourable rates of 
hire. As suggested last Monday, it would 
be wonderful if ADeC could operate out 
of a hub venue. This would provide a 
perfect home for Fenland Jam and go 
some way towards achieving strategic 
Aim 4 of the East Cambs Community 


Safety Strategy by creating a venue 
where activities to keep young people 
occupied out of school hours could be 
established. 

6. ADeC has also helped to start several 
of the young people working towards 
Arts Award qualifications and covered 
the costs, administration and tutorial 
support for this. 

Should Fenland Jam have had to 
organise all the above unassisted, not 
only would we not have had the 
expertise, time and support but the cost 
would have been considerable. Without 
ADeC it would not merely be a case of us 
requiring another £409 to continue next 
year, but we would be looking for funding 
in the region of £10,000 to be able to 
repeat our activities of the last 12 
months. I regret that this was not the 
figure put forward on Monday. 

Fenland Jam is growing at an 
encouraging but almost unsustainable 
rate. In addition to the 60+ who have 
been attending recently we have dozens 
more wishing to get involved. At Fenland 
Jam performances we have also had 
anything up to an additional 100 local 
young people attending, enjoying and 
benefiting as members of the audience. 
On the petition submitted on Monday at 
least 70 of the signatures were from 
under-16s, reflecting how ADeC’s works 
spans all ages. 

I started Fenland Jam a while ago, partly 
in response to the lack of arts/leisure in 
Ely. I funded it out of my own pocket and 
it involved considerable time and 
commitment. It may have quietly 
disappeared, but ADeC became aware of 
my work and threw themselves behind it 
transforming it in a short space of time 
into the success story it is today. 

What we have now is a valuable 
community resource which people of all 
ages and social backgrounds can 
access. No fees are charged and you 
don’t even need to own an instrument. 
Those with learning and behavioural 
problems are being encouraged to 


attend (where they are warmly 
welcomed) and neighbouring villages are 
asking if we can establish satellite 
branches. Youngsters are encouraged to 
have a focused and productive pastime 
and as a serving police officer of over 30 
years I can not stress the importance of 
this enough. Parents come and tell me 
how their son/daughters behaviour has 
improved at school and home due to 
taking up music and attending Fenland 
Jam. The father whose erratic son, going 
off the rails who now has a focus in life, 
and is taking up studies in subjects 
previously shunned, because of ADeC 
supporting Fenland Jam! 

ADeC has once again excelled itself in 
producing a best practice model and I 
am sure that Fenland Jam is just one of 
many projects where they have 
contributed far more money, staff time, 
admin support and marketing support 
than is realised and appreciated. Most of 
what they do is behind the scenes and 
goes unseen (perhaps this has been their 
downfall). 

From my experience they make every 
penny go as far as they can and when 
this runs out they give up their own time 
and resources. Any income Fenland Jam 
makes goes to charity or back into the 
community through buying instruments 
from local shops and employing local 
tutors. 

Fenland Jam needs ADeC’s “platinum” 
support (which incidentally they provide 
at bronze prices) to continue. I for one 
don’t want to take a step backwards and 
start all over again without them. I 
appreciate the fact that a decision was 
made last Monday which this letter can 
not affect, but I sincerely hope that the 
council show the appropriate care, 
respect and support due to the ADeC 
staff in this worrying period in the same 
amount that ADeC have shown to the 
community over these past years.

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Council pledges to keep 
cinema from closing 


A CITY’S cinema will not 
be killed off by the tough 
challenge of finding a new 
home, a council leader has 
pledged. 

Ely Cinema, which is run by 
volunteers for Arts Development 
in East Cambridgeshire (ADeC), 
will be homeless when the 140- 
year-old Maltings closes for a six- 
month refit in May 2008. 

The cinema is not certain to 
return when the building 
reopens under a new leaseholder, 
and there are fears the city has 
no other suitable venue. 

But Brian Ashton, the leader 
of East Cambridgeshire District

Council, believes a new home 
can be found. He said: “The 
repair work at the Maltings is 
essential for the future of the 
building but it has led to 
speculation that Ely will lose its 
cinema. I can assure the public 
that this is not our intention. 
Despite the Maltings closing in 
May, we will make every effort to 
make sure a replacement venue 
is ready. 

“Officers are working in 
partnership with ADeC to 
ensure we find a cinema in the 
best possible location for those 


that wish to watch the wide 
variety of films that the 
Maltings has become renowned 
for.” 

ADeC took over the running of 
Ely Cinema in 2005, when it was 
on the verge of closing. 

Jane Wilson, ADeC director, 
will meet with councillors to try 
to identify venues. She said: “I 
am very pleased to see they have 
this level of concern for the 
cinema. 

“We have been having a look at 
sites, but we haven’t found an 
ideal location. It is hard to find a 
venue with raked seating and 
with housing for the projectors.” 

ADeC recently saw the £172,242 
grant it receives from the council 


chopped by £70,000, but the 
cinema seems likely to continue 
to have funding. Ms Wilson said: 
“The indications we have had 
from the council is that the 
cinema is one of the things they 
want to see retained.” 

ADeC will consider bidding for 
the new lease on the Maltings. It 
wants to create a “hub” venue 
for Ely, housing the cinema and 
art gallery, as well as hosting 
plays and concerts. 

Ms Wilson said: “The first 
issue is the building itself, the 
physical state of the building. It 
is a fully repairing lease. In 
terms of the business model, 
there is huge potential - it is just 
the physical issue.”

was grazing near 
Pymoor. 

That led to the 
control zone being 
extended to cover 
northern Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

The zone has not 
changed as a result of 
the Chettisham case.

Q 
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MPs join fight 
for police cash

POLICE chiefs and politi¬ 
cians have met to discuss 
the impact of population 
growth and of rising im¬ 
migration on the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s resources. 

Chief Constable Julie Spence 
met county MPs Jim Paice, 
Malcolm Moss and Shailesh Vara 
to update them on the force’s case 
to get an extra £2 million for 100 
more officers to cope with 
population growth and increased 
crime levels. 

Mrs Spence has said the county 
has been “short-changed” by the 
Government for a number of 
years and that grants had failed to 
take into account the population 
increase, partly driven by rising 
migrant numbers. 

She said the force has received 
£17.2 million less than it should 
have done since 2002. 

The meeting at the force’s 
Hinchingbrooke headquarters 
was called by Robert Sturdy, 
Conservative MEP for the East of 
England. 

Mr Sturdy said: “I was greatly 
concerned to learn about the 
impact faced by all our services 
and those concerns raised by

Cambridgeshire Constabulary in 
meeting increased policing 
demands as a result of increases 
in population. 

“Funding for police in 
Cambridgeshire has not kept pace 
with the true impact of population 
growth. 

“Increasingly the police face 
more complex criminal invest¬ 
igations and incidents where 
perpetrators, victims and 
witnesses are not from the UK and 
require significant additional 
support from translations to 
welfare and support. This needs to 
be recognised by Government.” 

He added: “This was my first 
meeting with Julie Spence and I 
was very impressed. She has a 
great handle on the situation and I 
am 100 per cent behind her. 

“She has stuck her head above 
the parapet and you should be 
very proud of your chief con¬ 
stable.” 

Mr Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South East MP, said that an 
increasing amount of crime was 
taking place within migrant 


communities. 

He said: “They may have 
enough English to get by but not 
enough English for a police 
interview. 

“Interpreters have to be 
brought in and this costs money. 
And the cases can take three 
times as long to deal with as for 
an English speaker.” 

After the meeting, a police 
spokeswoman said: “Mrs Spence 
fully briefed the MPs and MEPs 
on the population growth issues 
in Cambridgeshire. 

“They support the constab¬ 
ulary bid for additional officers 
and are looking forward to 
seeing a positive response from 
the Home Office.” 

Mrs Spence was due to hold a 
crunch summit with Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith 
yesterday to put her case in 
person, along with Coun Keith 
Walters, chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire Police 

Authority. 

Mr Paice said: “We are 100 per 
cent behind the police. We will 
do what we can to persuade the 
Government that Cambridge¬ 
shire needs more money.” 

Conservative leader David 


Cameron said Mrs Spence’s 
campaign is a “sensible” re¬ 
action to rising immigration 
levels in the county. 

And immigration Minister 
Liam Byrne praised her calls for 
more officers to cope with the 
migrant influx. 

“He said it was “brilliant” that 
she had spoken out and her 
comments backed his views that 
a “new balance” is needed in 
immigration policy. 

Mrs Spence met the Lithuan¬ 


ian Ambassador, Vygaudas 
Usackas, last month to discuss 
the difficulties facing the force, 
some of them posed by the rising 
stream of migrant workers from 
Eastern Europe. 

A recent survey showed that 
migrants make up more than 
one in 10 registered workers or 
benefits claimants in Cambridge. 

Since 2005, a total of 7,200 
migrants have registered to work 
in the city, including 1,720 from 
Poland.

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Heart patients in call for 
more donors to sign up 


PAPWORTH heart transplant 
patients are appealing for 
more donors to help surgeons 
perform more miracles. 

The chief executive of the world- 
famous hospital has admitted the 
centre’s reputation has been 
damaged by the public inquiry into 
the early deaths of heart transplant 
patients 

But Benjamin Brown, 83, of The 
Causeway in Soham, said he has full 
confidence in Papworth after having 
his heart transplant 26 years ago. 

He said: “Whenever I speak to 
someone about my operation I urge 
them to join the donor register. 

“I would advise people to do it 
every time. The way I was treated 
after my operation was wonderful, 
and I would recommend it to 
anyone. The work they do is 
marvellous.” 

Diana Sanders, 51, who had a 
heart and lung transplant at the 
hospital five years ago, said donors 


provide comfort to their bereaved 
families as well as the heart’s 
recipient. 

She said: “It can bring a lot of 
comfort to those families if they can 
see that something good has come 
out of their relative’s death. This is 
particularly so with children’s 
hearts if people can see their heart 
giving someone a longer life.” 

England’s Chief Medical Officer 
(CMO) has called for a system of 
“presumed consent” to be intro¬ 
duced to tackle chronic shortages of 
organs. 

This would mean that instead of 
the current system, where people 
have to agree to becoming donors 
before their death, it would be 
assumed they wanted to be donors 
unless otherwise stated. 

Mrs Sanders said: “The ‘opt in’ 
debate is an interesting one. The 
risk is that if people don’t get 
around to it then recipients could 
take an organ that someone didn’t 
want to give. That would be hard for 


a recipient to take if there was an 
element of coercion. Over all, organ 
donation is a fantastic thing.” 

The move was rejected by MPs in 
2004. Then Health Minister Rosie 
Winterton declared it was not up to 
Parliament to make decisions about 
what became of people’s bodies 
when they died. 

But CMO Sir Liam Donaldson said 
efforts to persuade more people to 
either carry donor cards or sign the 
NHS donor register had failed. 

Stephen Bridge, chief executive at 
Papworth Hospital, said: “UK 
Transplant has said the age of 
donor hearts and lungs implanted 
today is older then it was 10 or 15 
years ago. 

“It has become that way because 
there are fewer deaths on the roads, 
which used to be the biggest source 
of donor. 

“The chief medical officer’s ideas 
happen in other countries and it 
could lead to an increase in the 
number of donors.”

A PRIMARY school has been 
judged to be “satisfactory” in 
an Ofsted inspection. 

Millfield Primary School in 
Littleport was given Grade 3 
overall, with some “good 
features” at Grade 2. 

The school was given 
Grade 2 for effectiveness of 
the foundation stage, per¬ 
sonal well-being and develop¬ 
ment, and care guidance and 
support. 

But the inspector’s report 
said the school should 
improve by raising stand¬ 
ards, “particularly for higher 
attaining pupils in English 
and mathematics at the end 
of Year 6, and in reading and 
writing in Year 2”.

30g castor sugar 
50 ml rum or banana liquor 
y 2 pint of double cream 
4 oz castor sugar 
4 oz egg whites 

First caramelise the bananas by 
putting the 30g of castor sugar in a 
thick-based frying pan over a high heat 
with a drop of water. When the sugar 
has started to turn golden add in your 
bananas and toss in the hot caramel (be 
very careful as a splash will burn quite 
badly). 

When the bananas are fully coated 
pour in your rum or liquor, again with 
care as this may flambe, and allow to 
dissolve into the caramel, remove from 
heat, mash lightly and allow to cool. 

Now whip your double cream and 
your cooled bananas together to soft 
peaks. Whip your egg whites to soft 
peaks add your sugar and continue to 
whisk till stiff peaks are just formed. 

Finally gently fold in your egg white 
mixture into your cream and bananas. 

Place in a cling film lined two pint 
terrine tin and freeze at least over 
night. 

To serve slice off a slab and enjoy 
accompanied, maybe with some 
chocolate cookies.

FLOWERS 

1 bag of sphagnum moss 
3 bunches of Scotch pine 
3 bunches of sugar pine 
12 large headed white roses 

OTHER MATERIALS 

Reel wire 

35cm wire wreath frame 
12 pine cones 
9 mini white paper doves 
Strands of crystal or glass beads 
Spray glue 
Iridescent glitter 

1. Soak your moss in water and rinse 
out as you would a dishcloth. Attach the 
reel wire onto the wreath frame with a 
simple knot. Place small hand-sized 
clumps of moss on top of the wreath 
frame and bind with wire. 


2. Add more clumps of moss 
onto the frame, binding 
tightly all way round. Don’t 
cut wire at end. 

3. Cut all your pine into 13cm 
lengths and assemble into 
little bunches. Bind a bunch of 
Scotch pine on top. 

4. Place a bunch of sugar pine 
over the bunch you have just 
bound. Sit it at a slightly 
different angle to cover the 
binding point of the last 
bunch. Continue until you 
have covered the frame. 

5. Use extra props such as 
cones, birds, crystals and roses and wire 
them if not already mounted. Spray 
each rose head with spray glue and 
gently dip into the glitter. 

6. Attach the roses and pine cones in 
clusters of three, attach the doves and 
crystals evenly. Finally, wire strands of 
crystals or glass beads to the bottom of 
frame.

Geraldine says: “Christmas 
decoration follows fashion, like 
everything else nowadays, and 
over the years we’ve seen all sorts 
of trends from ultra-trendy black 
trees, through to fluorescent pink 
ones. 

“There’s lots of red and gold, 
wooden ornaments and also tiny 
hanging replicas of woodland 
creatures like squirrels and 
birds,” says Geraldine. “Even 
tinsel and silver strands hanging 
from branches are both enjoying 
a revival.” 

Interior designer Cecilia Neal 
offers her designer tips for 
decorating the tree: 

■ TREE CHOICE: If it’s a real 
tree choose one slightly taller 
than you need, so that if the top 
is spindly you can cut it down. Its 


tip will be hidden by the 
star or angel. Test fairy 
lights and always put 
them on first before 
adding other 

decorations. 

■ DON’T OVERDO IT: 

She advises: “Don’t feel 
you have to put on every 
decoration that you 
possess. Choose a 
selection that suits the 
style you’re creating. 

“Using too many will 
conceal the shape and 
colour of the tree. 

Instead use different 
sizes of baubles in the 
same colour to give 
interest.” 

■ COLOUR IS KEY: 

Echo one of the two key 
colours in your scheme 
in ribbon, paper and 
felt. Wind coloured 
ribbon around the tree’s 
trunk, then cut lengths 
of ribbon of around 9 
inches in length and tie 
into bows for the 
branches. Use the same colour 
crepe paper or felt and wrap 
around the tree’s base, and finish 
with a large coloured ‘mat’ of felt 
on which you stand the tree, and 
display presents. 

■ BALANCING ACT: Use larger 
ornaments at the bottom of the 
tree, graduating to smaller ones 
at the top. Also, use heavier 


ornaments on the thicker 
branches and place them further 
back on the stems, nearer the 
trunk. 

■ BEYOND BAUBLES: Cecilia 
says: “After you’ve arranged 
ornaments add a few clip on 
decorations or small treasures 
into the dark spaces between 
branches. Finally, drape garlands 
or beaded chains over branches.”

Brighten up for winter 


MORE THAN 


IF you haven’t yet planted your 
winter pots, you need to do so 
now to allow them to have ample 
time to settle in and develop. 

Replace faded plants with red-berried 
evergreens such as Skimmia japonica 
reevesiana and winter-flowering 
pansies. If you want some springtime 
surprises, it’s your last chance to under 
plant them with bulbs such as tulips and 
hyacinths. 

Perfect foliage plants which will last 
through the cooler months include the 
shrubby winter-flowering Viburnum 
tinus, partnered by winter-flowering 
heathers and variegated ivies to soften 
the edge of the container. Miniature 
cyclamen in a variety of colours are also 
widely available and the milder the 
winter, the better the blooms will flower. 

Evergreen foliage becomes much 
more important in the winter. While 
mahonia can be much maligned in the 
average garden, as it often pops up 
everywhere after initial planting, it can 
be effective in a pot as its pretty yellow 
flowers provide a splash of colour in the 
winter months and also a fantastic 
scent. It is complemented well if you 
plant evergreen sedge such as Uncinia 
rubra around the mahonia, its spindly 
leaves draping over the rim.

If you want a contemporary 
container, go for a single planting of an 
evergreen with a strong form to it. 

If you’re a low maintenance 
gardener, evergreens are a pretty safe 
bet for winter pots. So often, my winter- 
flowering pansies give up the ghost 
relatively soon after planting and don’t 
come out again until spring, when early 
daffodils are coming into their own. 

If you are planting pansies, stand 
pots near to the house in the sunniest 
spot and use good multipurpose 
compost with a generous layer of 
drainage to allow rain to run through 
quickly before it can chill the roots. 

Colourful ornamental cabbages also 
need to be sheltered from frost and 
damp or their leaves will quickly rot.

If you want colourful berries in your 
display, look no further than Gaultheria 
mucronata, while the heather Erica 
gracilis, or ‘Cape Heath’, has tiny 
flowers which appear in autumn and 
continue going until spring. It needs to 
be planted in groups to ensure cross 
pollination if it is to produce masses of 
white, pink, red or purple berries. 

Remember too, that container 
plants are vulnerable to frost damage 
as the root system is not as well 
insulated above ground. If the 
rootball freezes, evergreens can risk 
death as the moisture stripped from 
the leaves in windy weather cannot 
be replaced. Those in containers 
should be moved into a sheltered spot 
close to the house, while 
horticultural fleece or hessian 
sacking packed with straw should be 

wrapped around 
pots to insulate 
them. 

Fleece can also 
be draped over the 
top of evergreens 
such as azaleas to 
protect the buds 
from frost, but the 
fleece can be 
removed during 
the daytime when 
the early frost has 
thawed. 

If you are 
mulching the 
containers, use 
natural products 
to provide extra 
interest, such as 
cones or conkers 
gathered on a 
walk, or shells 
from the beach if 
you have a seaside 
garden. 

Try nipping 
disease in the bud, 
too. A common 
problem which 
occurs in many 
colourful plants 
chosen for winter 
pots, such as 
primula, is 

botrytis, or 
powdery mildew. 
Velvety grey mould 
appears on leaves 
and flowers and 
the only thing you 
can do is remove 
all the dead parts 
of the plant and 
don’t allow water 
to stand on leaves 
and soft shoots in 
dull weather.

Unjaded Shilpa puts 
reality TV behind her

BOLLYWOOD queen and 
reality TV survivor Shilpa 
Shetty arrives in Cambridge 
next week for an all singing, 
all dancing extravaganza. 

Musical Miss Bollywood is her 
first big project since an infamous 
stint in Celebrity Big Brother when 
a racism row turned into an inter¬ 
national incident. 

She plays Indian dancer Maya, 
who comes to London to open a 
dance school but has to contend 
with 2012 Olympic developers, 
falling in love and a rival diva. 

Reviews have been mixed but 
Shilpa insists the show allows the 
British public to see a side of her 
overshadowed by the tabloids. 

“My job is an actress and this is 
what I’ve been doing for the past 
15 years but the UK hasn’t really 
seen that.” 

The story of a young woman 
struggling to break into the ind¬ 
ustry couldn’t be further from 
reality when you look at Shilpa’s 
meteoric rise in the Indian film 
world. Raised in the Southern 
Indian state of Karnataka, she 
landed a hit with her first film 
Baazigar in 1993 aged just 18. 

“I wanted to be a model and 
somebody saw my photograph at 
an agency and offered me a part 


in a movie, the rest was history,” 
she said. 

Although she’s keen to be as 
well known for her films in the UK, 
as she is in India, it’s going to be 
an uphill struggle getting past the 
Big Brother debacle. 

But despite allegations of racist 
bullying by her Big Brother house¬ 
mates Jade Goody, Jo O’Meara 
and Danielle Lloyd she says she 
has no regrets about the show. 

“I’m glad that what happened 


happened because it really did 
touch upon the issue of racism 
which does exist in this country, 
sadly. 

“When I came here people were 
very nice to me but I hear different 
stories from people and they are 
sometimes shocking.”

Motorists are miserable, says poll 


BRITISH motorists are 
consumed with misery, says 
a new report. 

An overwhelming 98 per cent 
admitted there is something that 
drives them mad about being a 
motorist in the UK, according to 
research from Barclays Personal 
Loans. 

With rising fuel prices pushing 
petrol and diesel to over one 
pound a litre, top of the misery 
list is the cost of fuel with over a 
quarter of motorists citing it as 
their main complaint about 


motoring. This result is reflected 
across the country, peaking with 
more than a third of drivers citing 
it as their main motoring moan in 
Wales. However, Londoners are 
unconcerned about fuel prices, 
preferring to complain about the 
traffic jams, parking restrictions, 
roadworks, motoring fines and 
charges that make for a hellish 
driving experience in the capital. 

Gary Duggan, managing 
director for Barclays Personal 
Loans, said: “With petrol and 
diesel above £1 in most places, it is 


perhaps surprising that three 
quarters of motorists can find 
some other aspect of driving that 
drives them more mad than fuel 
prices - however, Londoners are 
obviously the least happy finding 
five other things that irritate them 
more. 

“Although we can’t do anything 
about the cost of fuel, traffic jams 
or congestion charging, 
purchasing a car has become 
easier as we have recently reduced 
our rates on our loans to as low as 
6.8 per cent, and to help a little bit 


more we will give £50 to customers 
who switch their current loan to 
us. So you can reduce costs whilst 
fuel prices are going up.” 

Across the UK motorists turn 
on their own, naming “other 
motorists” as the second worst 
thing about driving. Boy racers, 
white van men and Sunday 
drivers are all named and 
shamed as the most irritating 
road users, with tractors and 
caravans close behind. Younger 
people are most irritated by 
elderly drivers whilst older 


motorists bemoan boy racers. 

Third and fourth in the list are 
traffic jams and the poor quality 
of roads, surprisingly leaving 
road tax, speed limits, insurance 
costs and motoring fines much 
further down the list of 
complaints. 

But looking on the bright side, 
two per cent of drivers found 
nothing to complain about at all. 
“I can only assume they run their 
cars on biofuel and they live in the 
Outer Hebrides,” concluded 
Duggan.
